DAUDET DETESTED ANIMALS.

Fled from Any House Where He Saw
a Lap Dog.

Daudet had a lurking kindness for
sinners. He piticd them, for he could
not see how in the long run they could
succeed in anything, says London
Truth. But the self-righteous were
more offensive to him. I think he was
right in saying that men and women
who passed for never having sinned are
unpleasant companions, and, from the
day of judgment standard, perhaps the
worst sinners of all. The sensibility
shown in “Jack" and other works did
not extend to animals. Daudet. though
a Cigalier, was deaf to the chirp of the
grasshopper and cricket. Birds have
no place in his rural sketches. He could
not understand the touching beauty of
the “last {friend” at the poor man's fu-
neral.

Animals were simply brutes to Dau-
det. At best they were warnings tohu-
man beings not to live merely to eat,
sleep and leave posterity behind them.
They sometimes were vice incarnate.

The dog was the beastliest beast of
any. Daudet fled from every drawing-
room where he saw a lap dog.
